First of all* my Interest in justice oooes from by background. I am a first«>genexa*> 
tion American so many of whose relatives died in the pogroms my family would never talk 
about it in my presence. 

Wi^ this kind of history* it was* X ^dnk* more natural for me to recM>gaiae Hitler 
for what hex waa when others did not and to fight him and his H.S. collaborators whsn 
others didn't and as they didn't. Vhle led to the first two of the many ooraes X bear. 

1 also fought Martin Hies and X exposed Hitler's U,$. allies in busineas and industry 
in my writing. 

X was writing a book on the Dies ecwamlttee and had it all researohed but day to day 
needs kept me from oompletlng It unUl one night* during the day of ^ Hollywood 
one of them knooked at sy door and asked for this help, they never used it and they never 
returned it. (X ^peot X have a few duplioalbMi.) Bad they X confident idieir hiatories 
would have been different* Hies tried to frame me. Xn fiuit* he had a law paased -to "get^ 
ms. is the same lav Senator Veioher refereed to with respect to Colson during the 
Watergate hearin®9. The Texas gang haS$ the appointment of the U.S. Attorney for 
Washington to be a federal ^udge to gat him to indict me. I took the grand jury away* 
they refased to Indlot me in i^es frame«np* and because of the way X fight* when X 
have no dhoioe* they did what ^ believe has not siluie been repeated. %hey indicted Ms 
agent who was part of the attempted fra mewc g?. (Sentence* two yeara.) 

Hiea was a native Nasi* as were almost all his otvomittee and staff. He was an antM* 
Semits* the one who made the committee ‘^lat later made Kixxuu 

X was thm a very young man. X had bem a reporter and a Senate investigator and % 
turned to writing again. X exposed acxae of ^ more powerful eles^nts in Ameriean inddstry 
because of their Hant oonneotions end services. TMs madenm ms more powerful en^ee* Xn 
the second and not the last attempt to frame me Soott* until now Hixon's staunch 
defender* to(^ the lead when he was a Oongressman and a member of ^ Bouse Patents 
C<xnmittee« One of the oorporatl<»i8 X soi^sed was in his BiattAdt in Philadelphia. Xt 
made and makes Plexi^Us* (Hitler oould oon^ute our aviation production from tlw realties 
they paid illegally to a Swiss front.) As wi^ Pies* X was no sbrihking violet in my 
testimony* 1 had my facts solid and straight* and neither committee has ever dated to 
print my testimony. 

Xou menMoned the APP. X am the one who got their Washington represMVtstlve of that 
period* (Rabbi) Paxtl Biohnan* into the White Bouse. X had frlaods there and X had done 
them a series of services. Once idien they asked help of me that X oould have given X used 
this aa a meane of introducing the APib. Paul used to call me a onai^aan APh. Witdi eome of 
the native Basis X have bean. X have one archive that InMudis all the seonret Mianteiaen 
material* obtained Stoa m inside source. This is e£ more reosnt vintage* not that period. 
X hove a set of oopiss to a polioe department idierc many wealth/ Jews live* another to the 
m* and my set is In the hands of a lawyer who used it to defend unpopular olients (ll^ 
whose belief^ X am not in lyapatty) when they were also framed. 

Xn still anp-^r framing* again because I pursued Basis* and what was really a pogrem* 
X was fired by the Htate Pepartment* with nii^ slhers* all Jews save one married to a Jew. 
All soht^ais and afraid to fight* Pirat X persuaded thee to light back and ^n got the 
firm then known as AMld* PCrIss and Porlor* to take our oase without fee. Xou sse iiy 
interest and eonneotibn n^ We ven* wexe rehired* but we got gypped out of back pay* The 
deal incltided <mr resignaMtms.

8o X decided the hell Kith it, l*d 
becone a favner and beocoe tm* ^ tftih is that X \mm an inteisiaticnally fanona 
tKtmt$ i»a oonsuXtaat to oxnp ona state and federal govemoanta and to others, oven to the 
Trenoh govexnaent m geeaei t aas Ofven a "ooverwie^ in atm poull^ jafeaw* But at tine 
our biMinese be^ to eaooaed ^ and t began it by clearing the land tii^ tsy bare «. 
oilltary heliooptere found ua out and ruined the operation* lake this literally* In fight- 
ing that I estabilahed one of the baido pvinoiples of noiae«ecoloiar law, the property 
o»a»er*a ownership of the air apace to the point he Quires it for the en^Joynent of hia 
constitutional ri^ts* 

Sven the Seoretary of Befeose was unable to stop hie own helioopters* overflights, 
and neither the ohiokaos nor ay viSe oouXd abide it* % idfe beoane as oonditionsd to 
n<dAe and any aviation like |aviov’a dogs to the bell. 

So, I deoidod to return to writing, had a handshake deal on two books on noise and 
what it doo9, when JFK was killed, (X did do basio behat^oral work in an effort to oope 
with the oonsequenoes of the helioojters*) drying to write about this aasassination oost 
lae jay agent* Tlis next six refusef to touch the subject, and when I did the book without 
an agent more than tOO publishers intenaattwaally refused to public, although in ttds 
probably reoor«b*breaking number of suhaiSBions there was no ^n^e adverse editorial 
0<Hi&ent made to me. 

So* X invented the •’undergrwtod” book, made a sttocess of it without a pemyi to 
spend on adverkLslng and ^fonotion, and when it went into reprint and became a best-seller 
In that fom, it became apparent that what Haig calls "sinister forces’* were working in 
the background* I got gyppod out of at least half the royalties* 3-n fact* only one of the 
major wholesalere with whoa I dealt on ay own editi<m did not |yp me. fhat one was the 
relaUve of a friend* Xhore was no single •’retum*' that s<»no tJRWker did not ruin so the 
books could not be resold. If this sounds paraaold, there are reoords leaving no dei)d>t* 

Ind I even have oopies of reprint editions never aocounted for. I have been able to 
oolleot «»»ly where it was pbysioally possiblo for mo to aot as my own attorney* I know 
no lawyers where I*d have to sue and had no money with which to pty them* 

In aU of this I had no subsidy or finanoinl help of any to jnd except for the $500 
I borrowed as a dowi-payment to the printer for the first of the series of underground 
books, ^y remain today the basio booli» in the field and nine remains the basio work* 

3n all of this I was also ay own inveattgator and researcher, I have what the Warmn 
Oommisai<xi did not, and it is more basio evidence than any in its 500 cubic feet of records* 
In fact I have the most definiiiive of all the books oonqpleted and ready for the camera for 
atiXl another underground book, but the oost is beyond me* Bad I bewi able to publish it 
when it was oomjd.e'tod it might have made a difference* 

All of this made even more powerful enemies for me, paarfeioularly the Cli and the Fill* 
Aside from unpopularity from inventing the underground book, publishers fear me and regard- 
less what they day, the also fear gotemment retaliation* Dfottl now at least it has been 
safer to expose a president thou spO(d»* I oontlmie to get editorial approvals and 
policy arejeotions. 

It is my investigation that enabled Bud and his young volunteer assistant *^im Iiesar 
to gat the order for the evidentiary hearing in the Bay case* 1 have dons a1,i the basio 
invs3'y.gati<xi of tlie xhg assassination* fhe lawyer who Salter Ray away* the famous Percy 
Foreman* fled a Row Ibric XV studio when he learzied he was to confront me* If this sounds 
like sn exaggeration, ask hasar what happttas to Foreman whan ha merely thinks of me I 

And I have d<mo aU of this work without a penny of pay* Bud did pay most of my 
esqpenses in the pre— court work I did after I had d<xie the major part of the invs8tigati<ki 
and gottm Bay as hie client* 

And all of this has iapovexiehed me to a degree I think you probably will not be able 
to comj^hsnd, Xhis is why I did not again go to Idle Fund for ^veetlga^ve Reporting as 


noon aa you -lold nie* | sln^y haven't the sli^t cost of a txip to Washington. When X had 
to go there for a medioai ag^pointaent I did ijo to Bray's offioo. He was busy all the tise 
X had dntll X had to go to the doctor's. X did apeak to his voi^ asaiatant. 3he did day 
he would jdwne me# Be hasn't. When X am again in WasMngton» X will again go there. But 
because of the oonnec^on of the Sterns X e^ct nothing, Vashingtca and the R«w 
Orleans Stems are dedd set against my work. New Orleans branch financed the anti** 
Oarxdatm work. 

By the way» X also drafted a letter to the speali^rs' bureau* then got ill and now 
am too deeply into work on $he Watergate that will never appear unless somehow X can do 
it. You have seen a few samples only. 

You suggested an outline. X try to be an honorable man. Not only do X think that no 
publisher will touch a book as hot as this one and bring down on his head what he would 
be rieiit to fear* but there is this thing^thst is unique about ny books! X deal with 
’'breaking'* storlesc like the newspapers, fhis means that charges are required by deveXop** 
m^ts. So there is no outline that I woulS not have to change. And with aH of this* un** 
like newspapers} X have to produce what will not be ruined by developoients. 

However 1 will do It X do not know« but X do know that X will write this book. We 
will| somehow^ get along on the two days' weak my wife has eacdi week. iUid when it is 
completed X will see if X can find someone with the gu^a to let me have the money to 
print.! it. Then} much older and wearier} X will try to find sane way to let its existenos 
be known. 

It may be that as it has been for years X will remain a man who can do no more than 
make a record for history. Xf this is all X can dO} X will do it and hope that at some 
point it has some value to the comitry* 

X don't have to toll you what has happened to oollegos and to the econooy. The 
oolleges that want this work have no funding for it and me. 

But if in the end X get no help* in the <md this work will atm wi^ up at a ool« 
lege« the local one if no other one comes forward with help. % work is my one asset. 

X oould not apply for help with any account of ray financial bondltion. This wouXd 
have been to beg. X have a bad back} but throu^ all the many fia^ts of a long and contn»*> 
versiaX life X have and X will ronain erect. 

Fw your willingness to toy to help I am in your Bebt. And I do thank you. 

X hope oiroumstanoes bring us together again. It was pleasant.

P.S. It occurs to me that my saying this work will not be done unless I do it may 
appear egooentrio. Should you ever want to check it* months ago l«esar was with me whan X 
gave CBS the o))SCk ^ gave you. I told them that if they would merely oonsult with m on 
the necessary investlgaidon} X would lead them to a major story and that without it they 
would develop nothing on their own. They t^ould not listen and they came up with nothing. 

X knew it was the iaundezlng of the bribing of the ^ibans. The tapes now confirm this. 
imase was also with me when X gave Newswe^ what is more basic than any aXlegatlaa made 
about fraud in Nixcm's taxes tiutn anything that has yet appeared* It has nearer been used, 
lesar's phone is 20V484«'6O23. X think he will ooi^irm that the tneLeting terror* not 
reported} extends to the best of the judges* Tl^ is true also of toui Vashlngtcsr !^st} to 
whioh ^ gave quite a bit. The local history professor who has read all my notes (and not 
everything is in notes) oan give enough chapters and enou^ verves. Be is Sr. McBhi^ti 
whose home phone is ?li/34V7666. This fear ekt^da to me. X am fecoed by the media. Vh^ 
this same reporter told me by ^looe after tbe transoripts were out that X was ri#t and 
X made Mm the same offer on taxes* he again declined, it*
